The Select Committee to which the General Sales Tax 
(Amendment) Bill, 1958, has been referred, have considered 
the Bill clause by clause and submit this, their report, with 
the Bill as reported by the Committee annexed thereto, 

2. The Bill was published in the Gezette Extraordinary 
dated the 3rd March 1958 . 

3. The Bill was introduced in the Legislative Assembly on 
the 5th March 1958 and the motion for reference to a Select 
Committee was adopted on the same day . 

4. (i) Clause 4 . The Committee consider that the new 
sections 16A and 16B proposed to be inserted by this clause will 
not be ofmuch use and will cause hardship to the owner or 
other person in charge of a goods vehicle or boat. They have 
accordingly omitted the proposed sections 16A and 16B . 

( ii) The Committee feel that in view of the omission of 
sections 16A and 16B some further provisions are necessary for 
the effective checking of the evasion of tax. They have accord 
ingly inserted new sub -sections (2 ) , (4 ), (5 ) , and (6 ) in the 
proposed section 16C . 

5. Clause 5 (new ) . The Committtee are of the view that 
for the efficient administration of the checkposts and barriers, 
the disposal of goods confiscated , etc., rules should be made 
under the Act . Accordingly the Committee have inserted a new 
clause for amending section 24. 

6. The other changes made by the Committee are only con

(As reported for the Select Committee)

to amend the General Sales Tax Act, 1125. 
Preamble . - WHEREAS it is necessary to amend the General 
Sales Tax Act, 1125 (Act XI of 1125) , for the purposes herein 
after appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be 
called the General Sales Tax (Amendment) Act, 1958 . 

(2) This section and section 2 shall be deemed to have come 
into force on the 1st day of April, 1957, sections 3 and 6 shall 
come into force at once and sections 4 and 5 shall come into 
force on such date or dates as the Government may , by notifica 
tion in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 2- A , Act XI of 1125. - In section 
2 - A of the General Sales Tax Act, 1125 (Act XI of 1125 ) , here 
inafter referred to as the principal Act, in sub -section (1) , for 
the words " one shall be a judicial officer not below the rank of 
AdditionalDistrict Judge the words " one shall be a person 
who is or has been a judicial officer not below the rank of 
District Judge" shall be substituted . 
. 3. " Amendment of section 5 - A , Act XI of 1125 .-- After sub 
section ( 1) of section 5- A of the principal Act, the following sub 
section shall be inserted , namely: 
“ (1- A ) , A dealer shall be liable to pay tax on the turnover 

of the stock of the goods mentioned in sub -section ( 1 ) 
which were in his possession , custody or control imme 
diately before the 14th day of December, 1957 , at the 
point or points and at the rate applicable immediately 

before the said date." 
4. Substitution of new sections for section 16. - For section 16 
of the principal Act, the following sections shall be substituted 
namely : 
" 16. Maintenance of true and correct accounts and records 

by dealers, etc. - Every person licensed or registered 
under this Act, every dealer liable to get himself regis 
tered under this Act, and every other dealer who is 
required so to do by the prescribed authority by notice 
served in the prescribed manner , shall keep and main 
tain a true and correct account in Malayalam , Tamil, 
Kanneda, Gujarathi or English , relating to his business. 
showing such particulars as may be prescribed . 
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16 - A . Establishment of check post or barrier and inspection 

of goods while in transit.- ( 1) If the Government con 
sider it necessary that with a view to prevent or check 
evasion of tax under this Act in any place or places in 
the State, it is necessary so to do, they may , by notifica 
tion in the Gazette, direct the establishment of a check 
post or the erection of a barrier, or both, at such place 

or places as may be notified . 
(2 ) The owner or person in charge of a goods vehicle or boat 

shall carry with him a goods vehicle record , a trip 
sheet or a log book , as the case may be , and a bill of sale 
or a delivery note containing such particulars as may be 
prescribed in respect of the goods carried in the goods 
vehicle or boat, as the case may be , and produce the 
same before any officer in charge of a check post or 
barrier or any other officer as may be empowered by the 
Government in that behalf. The owner or person in 
charge of a goods vehicle or boat entering the State 
limits or leaving the State limits shall also give a decla 
ration containing such particulars as may be prescribed , 
of the goods carried in the goods vehicle or boat, as the 
case may be, before the officer in charge of the check 
post or barrier or the officer empowered as aforesaid and 
give one copy of the declaration to such officer, and keep 

one copy with him . 
( 3 ) At every check post or barrier , or at any other place 

when so required by any officer empowered by the 
Government in this behalf, the driver or any other 
person in charge of a goods vehicle or boat shall stop 
the vehicle or boat, as the case may be, and keep it 
stationary as long asmay be required by the officer in 
charge of the check post or barrier or the officer 
empowered as aforesaid , as the case may be, and allow 
the officer in charge of the check post or barrier, or the 
officer empowered as aforesaid , to examine the contents 
in the vehicle or boat and inspect all records relating to 
the goods carried , which are in the possession of such 
driver or other person in charge , who shall, if so 
required , give his name and address and the name and 

address of the owner of the vehicle or boat. 
(4) The officer in charge of a heck post or barrier or the 

officer empowered under sub -section (3 ) shall have 
power to seize and confiscate any goods which are under 
transport by a goods vehicle or boat and which are not 
covered by a goods vehicle record, a trip sheet or a log 
book , as the case may be , and a bill of sale or a delivery 
note and , when the goods vehicle or boat enters or leaves 
the State limits, the declaration referred to in sub 
section (2) also . 


( 5) Where the declaration made under sub - section (2 ) is 

false in respect of the materials furnished therein , the 
officer in charge of the check post or barrier or any other 
officer empowered in that behalf shall have the power to 
seize and confiscate the goods in respect of which the 

declaration is false: 
Provided that before taking action for the confiscation of 

goods under this section , the officer shall give the person 
affected an opportunity of being heard and make an 

inquiry in the manner prescribed . 
(6 ) Whenever confiscation is authorised by this section the 

officer adjudging it shall give the owner or the person 
in charge of the goods an option to pay in lieu of confis 
cation such amount not exceeding four times the tax 
recoverable where the goods are taxable under this Act, 
and Rs. 1.000 where the goods are exempted from tax 

under this Act on any condition " . 
5. Amendment of section 24 , Act XI of 1125.-- In sub -section 
(2 ) of section 24 of the principal Act, after clause (b ) , the 
following new clauses shall be inserted , namely : 

" (b -i) the administration of the check posts set up and 

barriers erected under this Act and the regulation 

of the work therein ; 
(b - ii) the disposal of goods confiscated under this Act 

and of the proceeds thereof ; 
(b - iii ) the issue of bills or cash memoranda, and the 

particulars to be shown in and the manner of main 
tenance of such counterfoils and the time for which 

they should be preserved ; 
(b - iv ) the maintenance of purchase bills or accounts of 

purchases and sales by dealers carrying on business 
in specified goods and the time for which they 

should be preserved ; 
(b -v ) the issue of delivery notes in respect of goods, 

delivered or transported to retail dealers in pur 
suance of sales effected to them , the form and 
manner of their issue and the time for which they 

should be preserved " . 
6. Amendment of Schedule 1, Act XIof 1125. - In Schedule I 
in the principal Act, 

(1) for items 6, 7 and 8 the following items shall be sut, 
stituted , namely : 
“ 6. Motor Vehicles inciuding chassis of motor vehi 

cles, motor tyres and tubes and spare parts of 
motor vehicles including batteries .

HIGH COURT OF KERALA 
RULES FOR REGULATING PROCEEDINGS UNDER 
ARTICLES 226 AND 227 OF THE CONSTITUTION 

OF INDIA . 
By virtue of Article 225 of the Constitution and of all 
other powers hereunto enabling, the High Court makes the 
following rules to regulate proceedings under Articles 226 
and 227 of the Constitution . These rules will come into force 
from the date of publication in the Kerala Gazette . 

1. An application under Article 226 or under Article 227 
or under both shall be by original petition to be entitled 
" Original Petition No....... of .. . " and shall be filed in the 
office of the Registrar by the petitioner or his duly authorised 
advocate. 

2. Three authenticated copies of the application and the 
affidavit for the use of the court, and as many additional copies 
as there are respondents shall be filed along with the applica 
tion . 

3. Every application shall set out the provision of law 
under which it is made the name and description of the peti 
tioner and of the respondent, the nature of the relief sought, 
and the grounds thereof. It shall be signed by the peti 
tioner and by his Advocate, if he has appointed one. It shall 
also be accompanied by an affidavit verifying the facts relied 
on . 

4. Every petition shall, soon after it is numbered be posted 
for orders of court for admission . The court may, upon 
hearing the petitioner or his Advocate, either admit the same 
or reject it. On admission , notice shall be ordered to the 
respondents and along with the notice , copies of the application 
and affidavit shall be served on the respondents. 

5. In admitting the application it shall be competent for 
the court to pass interim orders on motion made for the same 
so as to meet the ends of justice . 

6. Except in the case of a petition for a writ of Habeas 
Corpus, the petitioner will pay the necessary process fees for 
service of notices and orders on the respondents. 

7. Notice shall be served on all persons directly affected , 
and also on such other persons as the court may direct. 

Provided that at the time of hearing the petition for 
admission or at a later stage, any person , who desires to be 
heard in opposition to the petition and appears to the court 
to be a proper person to be heard , may be heard, notwithstand 
ing that he has not been served with notice; but subject to 
such conditions as to costs as the court may deem fit to impose. 

8. Proof of facts and documents shall be tendered by afli 
davits and the provisions of Order XIX of the Code of Civil 
Procedure Act of 1908 , shall, except as regards cross-examina 
tion of deponents be followed 
G. 1035 . 
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9. No ground shall be relied upon , and no relief sought at 
the hearing except the grounds taken and reliefs sought in the 
Original Petition and the accompanying affidavit. 

Provided that the court may , at the hearing , allow the 
said petition and affidavit to be mentioned upon such terms 
as to costs or otherwise as the court thinks fit. 

10. ( 1 ) In all Proceedings to which these rules apply , the 
court may make such order as to costs and security as it 
may consider just and necessary. 

( 2 ) Where costs are awarded to a party, such costs may 
include the court fees paid on the petition and other documents 
under these rules, the costs of making copies of the petition , 
affidavit & c. which are furnished to the court and which by 
these rules are required to be served on the opposite party 
or parties , and the Advocate s fees allowed by the court. The 
Advocate s fee when allowed , shall not be less than Rs . 100 or 
more than Rs. 500 . 

APPEAL . 
11. In regard to the appeal provided for in the High Court 
Act V of 1125 as amended by Act I of 1952, against the decision 
of a single Judge, the proceedings prescribed for appeals in 
Order XLI of the Code of Civil Procedure Act V of 1908 will 
be followed. 

12. The Court fees to be paid on the memorandum of appeal 
will be the same as that prescribed for the Original Petition . 

HABEAS CORPUS . 
13 . An application for a writ of Habeas Corpus shall be 
accompanied by an affidavit of the person restrained stating 
that it is made at his instance and setting out the nature and 
circumstances of the restraint. 

Provided that, where the person restrained is unable, owing 
to the restraint, to make the affidavit, the application shall be 
accompanied by an affidavit, to the like effect made by some 
other person , which will state the reason why the person 
restrained is unable to make the affidavit himself. 

Provided also that if the affidavit is by some person other 
than the person restrained, the same should show the interest 
the deponent has in the restrained person and the reasons that 
induced him to file the affidavit . 

14. If the court is of opinion that a prima facie case for 
granting the application is made out, a rule nisi shall be issued 
calling upon the person or persons against whom the order is 
sought, to appear on a day to be named therein , to show cause 
why such order should not be made and at the same time to 
produce in court the person or persons alleged to be illegally 
or improperly detained to be dealt with according to law . 
Copies of the application and the affidavit shall be served on 
each of the respondents along with the notice , 
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15. On the return day of such rule or on any day to 
which the hearing thereof may be adjourned if no cause is 
shown , or if cause is shown and disallowed , the court shall 
pass an order that the person or persons improperly detained 
shall be set at liberty. If cause is shown , the rule shall be 
discharged. The order for release made by the court, or the 
Judge, shall be a sufficient warrant for any goaler, public 
official or other person for the release of the person under 
restraint. 

16. The forms given in the Appendix hereto shall be used , 
with appropriate modifications wherever necessary .
